How to 



Wash and Iron Thom at 
Homt. 

After taking down, sliako th« cur- 

tnlns to remove nil dirt. Then put 
tliom to souk till next day In a tub of 
cold water — rain water, If possible — 
to which ammonia has been added In 
the proportion of a tablespoonful to 
ihri'c Knllons. 

N)!xt Morning squeexa them out of 
thii water and pnt Into o tub of hot 
■udi. In thia they ahould bo well 
Btlrred about; but nibbing must be 
avoided, as It tu liable to break the 
thread. If very dirty, they may need 
;i f ->inl lot of Biirts. 

When I'll dirt Is removed, cither 
pai'.r, tht'tu carefully through the 
wringer, or squeeze ra dry as possi- 
ble. 

Hot Btarcb is beat tor curtains and 
it needs to bo made rather thia. Mix 
the dry starch with enough oold wa- 
ter to moisten It: pour bolUng water 
on, atirrlng briskly all the time UU 
the starch turns clear and transpar- 
ent looking; then add an equal quan- 
tity of hot water to it. and It will 
probably be about the right conala- 
teucy, though people's Ideas as to 
how sua curtains should l»o diSor so 
mnch that it is ^iffloult to glvo a 
h^rd and (ost rule. 

After starching run the eurtalns 
through the wringer or aquoete aa dry 
as possible. 

r.:!l gor.tly Into tihapc when bang- 
in:,' on the line, leave (ill nearly dry. 
take In. roll up tightly and cover over 
In a baslc't tin next day. 

The Ironing needs to be rery care- 
fully done, or you wUI broak the 
threada. Flats must be aiea and hot, 
but not hot enough to scorch. Rub 
thom over before beginning with a 
bit of white wax wrapped in muslia, 
wiping well afterwards with a doaa 
soft duster. 

Iron on the wrong sl'Ie till thnrouKb- 
1y dry, using as much pressure as 
possible. Fold lightly, BO that there 
may be no creases. 

Some people prefer not to Iran ear- 
tains, because of the danger of eateh- 
Ing the flat and tearing them. 

In this cast? the curtains should be 
firmly pinned on clean, stretched 
Klu . i .-i. which have bet n tlatuckcd to 
thi- lloor of u room that can be spared 
for a day or two. lOvi ry little point 
must be pulled out and pinned to the 
sheet and the curtains must not be 
moved until they arc thoroughly dry.

Worth Remembering. 

Things which one should have 
ready at batul in case of need are, 
Aist and foremost, essence of clnaa- 
luon. When exposed In a slckroon it 
Will kill the baollli which are floating 
round. A decoction of cinnamon Is 
recommended as a drink to be taken 
freely In localities where malaria or 
lovers prevail, for cinnamon has the 
l ower to destroy all infectious ml- 

erobr-3. 

Peppermint Is an olil friend not on 
Buy account lo be snubbed. Nothing 
is better for a bee sting than the ap- 
plication of a drop of peppermint 

In case one Is near the premises or 
apartments where there is diphtheria 
the simplest, yet eifectual. mode of 
fiiiiil^-:Uion Is to drop a little sulphur 
on a hot stove.' or on a few hot coals 
caiiK^it tliroiKh the rooms. In this 
way the spread of the disease may be 
stopped. 

A disinfectant to use In different 
parts of the house, which will ewoet* 
en the whole place, may be made very 

cheap. Take one pound of common 
copperas and eight ounces of crude 
earbpllc acid, and dissolve in one gal- 
lon oT water. Use frequently. 

A little carbolic acid added to the 
water in which bums, bruises and 
cuts are washed gi-eatly lessens the 
soreness. 

After applying iodine to the skin It 
It smarts too Intensely to be borne It 
Is well to know that It can be washed 
off with ammonia.
